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Introduction 



When the U S. Office of Education was created by the Congress in 1867, it was given responsibility for 
gathering data about education in the United States, Its mandate was to **cdlect such statistics and facts 
as shaU show the condition and progress of education in the several Spates and territories/' Since 196S 
this function has been assumed by the National Center for Education Statistics (NCES). The purpose of the 
Center shall be to **conect, collate, and, from time to time, report full and ccHnpIete statistics on the 
conditions of education in the United States.*' -Sec. 406(N) of the General Education Provisions Act, as 
amended (20 U.S.C. 1221e'I). 

This compendium aggregates State statistics about public elementary and secondary education in the 
50 States and the IXstrict of Columbia. These data, provided by local education agencies (LtA*s), provide 
quick access to selected statistics most frequently requested. In addition, it shows the rank of the State foi 
each selected characteristic with respect to the distribution of the characteristic among the States. 



Data Sources 

The National Center for Education Statistics and representatives from e'^ch of the State education agencies 
(SEA*s) jointly developed the Common Core of Data reporting system from which the local education 
2gcncy (LEA) dut:: included in this compendium v.'crc selected, Ther.e data were rep^>rtfd to th^ SFA's 
by lea's and compiled by the SFA's for the Center, 

Tlie data presented in this compendium represent State aggregates of these LEA reports. Data about SEA 
operations and schools operated by these agencies arc not included. 



Comparability 

Definitions of terms used by State education agencies (StA's) to cc^lect data from local education agencies 
(LEA s) are not unifonn from State to State, Furthermore, each State sets forth its own recordkeeping and 
accounting requirements. This results in some lack of comparability amc^g the States with respect to the 
more detailed aggregates and must b? kept in mind when comparisonr are made among the States. 

Several known instances of lack of comparability among the States are described below. California includes 
"legal * absences with days attended in computing average daily attendance, while other States do not. 
States vary in their designations of grade spans used to clas^fy n^mbership as elementary or secCHi<kry. 
(The grade span used by each State is shown on the State summaries.) Few States count fall memberehip 
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on October 1, but all are within a week or 10 days (torn this date. Total expenditures arc generally com- 
parable, but expenditures reported by function are not. For example, sjme States will include expendi- 
tures for school administration as instruction, while others will charge it to support services. 

As a result of this lack of comparability, absolute comparisons among the States on come characteristics 
must be interpreted with caution. 



Notes On Finance Data 

Current expenditures were made for or on behalf of LEA's by other agencies in some States during the 
1981-82 school yej«r. 

Current expenditures made for or on behalf of local agencies by other agencies are paid for out of revenues 
generated by the agenci i making such expenditures. Such expenditures, therefore, are not charged as LEA 
expenditures and are not reflected by the revenues generated by the local agencies. These expenditures are a 
form of indirect State aid and may ht reflected by lower local property tax rates, ance the local agencies do 
not need to generate revenues to support these expenditures. 

To show how the States differ with respect to this type of funding medianlan. two sets of current expendi- 
ture data are presented in this compendium. One reflects current expCTditures made by LEA's and the 
other, total current expenditures made for serviow provided by local agencies (including expenditures ma(te 
for or on behalf of locai agencies by other agencies). 

This compendium presents (I) only revenues received by LEA's and (2) cunent expenditures for services 
provided by local education agencies and made by local agenciw and other sgencies. Total revenues and 
current expenditures for public elementary and secondary education in each State are not presented here 
since the compendium does not include financial data on dements"/ and secwidary education services 
provided by such other agencies as State-operated schools for the handicapped, prison schools, and mental 
institutions. 
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Methodcdogy 



A profUe of elected charactefisto is {dotted under a rank scale oppo»te each State's summary of data. 
The value of ewch State*s chaiacteristic is given (^>pmite the profile. These profiles show how each State 
compares with th: other States and the (tegree of variability among the charKteristics within the State. 

Ranks are presented in decending order, i.e., the State having the hi^iest valw for a characteristic ranks 1 ; 
the Kate having ti e Ic^vest value ranks 5 1 {m lower if the value was not reported for all States). 

Ranks must be interpreted witi: care. The distribution of values for ead) dtar^terbtic affects the ranks. 
For example, a difference of less than C.S in pupil teacher ratio may shift a &ate*s «wk by 10 positions. On 
the other hand, a differemre of S20 million in total current expenditures m^f shift the Staters rank by 
only one or two positims cm the sc»le. 

All of the data included in this ccmipendium were compiled by the ^A*s frcmi source records and reports 
for the Center. 
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Deiiiiition of Termg 



The definitions are presented in the order that the terms appear in the Compendium. 

Operating School Dbtrkt A minor civil diviaon of the State that operates schools for its resident school- 
age children. 

Nonoperating School District. A minor civil division of the State that provides educational services for its 
resident school-age children by ci>ntracting with other school districts on a tuition or other basis to provide 
such services. 

Etementaiy School Dbtikt. One that provides 'nstruction for pupils in any combination of grades below 
grade 9 wi.h at leasi one grade below grade 7. 

Secondary School Distrkt. One th^t provides instruction for pupils in any co.Tibination of grades aD,.-'- 
grade 6, bui not higher than grade 12. 

Unified School District. One that provides instruction for pupils in any conibinati(m of grades, at least one 
of which is below grade 7 and one above graue 8, 

Kail Mi^mbership. T}\c number of f jpils on the offid.J roll of liKal school districts as of October 1 of the 
school yt^ar or the nearest date thercio when the count iii taken by the State. 

Elementary. Tlic number oT pupils in membership in grades classified by the State as elementary grades. 

Secondary. Tlic number of pupils m membership in grades classified by the State as secondary grades. 

Note: The grade spans included within each level are shown for each State. 

High School Graduates. The number of persons completing high school graduation requirements in regular 
day school programs operated by liKal schtK)l districts who were awarded hi^ school diploma^; during the 
schiH)! year. This does not include other perscms receiving high schoia diplomas from other programs or 
high school equivalency certificates. 
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Tot«l Employed. Hie full-time equivalent number of persons employed in local school districts. 



Officials/ Adminjstrators. The full-time equivalent number of employed persons assigned to administra- 
tive duties, including principals and a^stant principals, 

Professional/Educational. The full-time equivalent number of professionals assigned to teaching and edu- 
cationally lelated duties such as counseling, Hbrary services, etc. 

Other Professionals. TTie full-time equivalent number of persons assigned to professional tasks such as 
food service management, planning, evaluation, etc. 

Nonprofessionals, The full-time equivalent number of persons assigned to duties such as secretarial/ 
clerical, custodial, transportation, etc. 

Revenues. Additions to assets of LE A s that do not: (1) increase any liability; (2) represent the recovery of 
a prior expenditure; (3) represent t^ic cancellation of certain liabilities without a conespcmding increase in 
other liabilities or t iecrease in assets. 

Local Sources, Amounts raised by taxation and other means from within the boundaries of the local 
school districts. 

Intennediate Sources. Amounts raised by minor ci^ol divisions of the State between the local school 
district the State and returned to local school districts on a formula or some other basis in amounts 
thut d- I r rom the amounts collected in each local school district. 

State Sources. Funds received by local school districts from State government a^ncies in the form of 
grants-in-aid. 

Federal Sources. Funds received by local school districts from Federal agencies in the form of grants- 
in-aid, either directly or through State agencies. 

Current Expenditures. Expenditures of the current year made to provide direct educational and support 
services. Current expenditures do not include debt service payments* expenditures for the acquisition and 
construction of buildings, or expenditures for community services provided by local sdiool disiilcts. 

Instnictk>n. Expenditures for salaries and materials used to provide instructic^al services. 

Support Services. Expenditures for administrative, technical, and logistical support to facilitate and 
enhance instruction. Pupil support, staff support, transporatic^, administration, ;dant operation and 
maintenance, and other support services are included in this category.

Noninstrvctfonal Servkes« Expenditures for enterprise types of activity such as net expenditures for 
food services and student body activities. 

Fixed Chais^. Employer contributions for employee benefits and ex(>enditures made for rents, insurance 
premiums, etc. 

Empbyee Benefits, Expenditures made by school districts for the benefit of en^ployees such as contri- 
butions to employee retirement systems, workman compensation, group health and life insurance plan, 
etc. 

Other Fixed Charges, Expenditures made for rents, insurance premiums, etc* 

Average Dafly Att^Mlance. The aggregate days attended by students enrolled in public schools divided by 
the number of days in the schod term. 

Pupfl/Teadier Ratk>. Fall membership divided by the full-time equivalent number of teachers as of Octo- 
ber I or the nearest date thereto when these counts are taken by the State. 

Pup9s per Square Mile. The fall membership divided by the number of square sniles in the State. 

Revenue per PupQ. Revenue divided by the average daily attendance. 

Current Expenditure per Ptq»fl. Current expenditure divided by average daily attendance. 

Emi^oyee Bemfits per Empkiyee* Total expenditures for employee benefits divided by the full-time equiva- 
lent number of employees. Note: Employee Iwnefits were not reported by 16 States; hence, the ranks are 
based upon 35 States that reported. 

Offfcials/Admroistrators per 100 Employecr. The full-time equivalent number of persons classified as 
officials/administrators divided by the total full-time equi^ent number of employees multiplied by 100. 

Classroom teachers per 100 Empl^^^M. The full-time equivalent number of persons classified as classroom 
teachers divided by the full-time equivalent numt^r of employees multiplied by 100,
